"China - The Roots of Mad- 
ness," currently being broad- 
cast by many Independent sta- 
tions across the nation. 


The program, rather than at- 


tempting to guess what is and 
what will happen, concentrated 
on showing the terrible condi- 
tions — internal and external 
warfare, famine and grinding 
poverty — that have plagued 
the vast country since, more 
than 100 years ago, It finally 
permitted "barbarians" from 
beyond its walls to enter.

six newest Republican senators 
have formed an informal study 
club to Inquire into national is- 
sues but deny It will serve as a 
base for any challenge to Senate 
GOP Leader Everett M. Dirk- 
sen. 


Most of the half dozen, gener- 


ally classed as moderates, say 
they won't go along with Dirk- 
sen's opposition to the U.S.^So- 
viet consular treaty, to expan- 
sion of East-West trade and to 
an open housing provision in 
any civil rights bill. 


But 
individually they deny 


they plan to join forces with 
GOP moderates of more seniori- 
ty who have made it clear they 
are not going to follow the Illi- 
nois senator's lead on some do- 
mestic and foreign policy mat- 
ters, 
including the 
consular 


treaty. 


There has been some private 


grumbling among these more 
experienced 
moderates 
that 


Dirksen often takes more con- 
servative positions than they 
think is justified by majority 
GOP opinion in their states. 


Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Q1., 


said the new GOP members are 
primarily interested In getting 
background 
Information 
on 


which to base their individual 
positions on major issues. 


"There is no thought of chal- 


lenging Sen. Dirksen's leader- 
ship," he said. "He and I have 
differences of opinion on several 
issues and we discuss them 
frankly. He has never tried in 
any way to get me to change a 
stand I have taken." 


He said Dirksen has accepted 


an invitation to meet with the 
group soon. 


Sen. Mark O. Hatfield, R-Ore., 


agreed in a separate interview 
with Percy's assessment of the 
group's objectives. He said he 
had not been subjected to any 
attempted "arm twisting" when 
he opposed Dirksen. 


Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., R- 


Tenn., said he isn't going to let 
the fact that he is Dirksen's son- 
in-law Influence his vote on spe- 
cific issues. He said he leans 
toward support of the consular 
treaty. 


Hatfield and Percy are re- 


garded as "doves" on the Viet- 
nam war. Dirksen generally has 
supported President 
Johnson's 


course and in the past has urged 
even greater escalation of mili- 
tary efforts than the President 
has been willing to undertake.

Richard Helms. Members plan 
to invite other Cabinet members

a long way from showing he 
would be the Ideal candidate. 


He still hasn't demonstrated, 


by anything he has said, that he 
would know his way around In 
the federal government or for- 
eign affairs. 


Richard M. Nixon, who lost 


the presidential race in 1960 and 
then lost the contest for gover- 
nor of California In 1962, is In 
the same spot he was In before 
the Republicans picked Gold- 
water In 1964. 


Now, 
as then, the former vice 


president is being talked of as a 
possible candidate, but hardly 
more. 
Nevertheless, 
despite 


those two major defeats behind 
him, 
Nixon seems to refuse to 


take "no" for an answer. 


But, 
since 1960, he has not 


been able to whip up any great
